At the midway point of the 
2002-03 basketball season, 
most area junior college teams are still in the thick of the battle to 
secure berths in the Mississippi Association of Community and 
Junior Colleges state tournament, Feb. 24-27, at the site of the South 
Division women's regular season champion. 





The top four men's and women’s teams from each division will 
advance to the state tournament. 


Barring a total collapse, Copiah-Lincoin seems likely to host the state 
tournament as the Lady Wolves are 7-0 in the league and 18-0 
overall. In division games, the Lady Wolves have outscored their 
opponents by an average of 24.4 points with the closest contest 
being an 11-point (71-60) victory over Pearl River. 


The Co-Lin women, ranked fourth nationally, are already 3-0 against 
North Division leader Mississippi Delta. The Lady Trojans, however, 
have given Co-Lin its closest game of the year before losing 62-56. 
Only one other game has been decided by less than 11 points. 


Co-Lin currently holds a two-game lead over East Central. The Lady 
Wolves led the Lady Warriors 72-36 with 11 minutes left at Wesson 
before taking an 89-71 win. 


East Central's Lady Warriors are in second place in the South 
Division at 5-2 following Monday's 96-82 win over Gulf Coast.

DECATUR — Basketball season tips-off Saturday for the East Central Community College 
Lady Warriors and Warriors who face squads from Itawamba Community College at 1 
p.m. and 2:45 p.m., respectively, in the Brackeen-VWood Physical Education Building 


The Lady Warriors, led by third-year head coach Brad Hodge, feature four starters among 
the eight returnees from last year's 15-11 squad, which landed berths in the MACJC and 
Region 23 tournaments. 


Rita Birden, a 5-foot-10 guard from St. Fredrick High School in Monroe, La.., is the top 
returning scorer with 12 points per game. Other top point makers are 6-foot quard/forward 
Kimyatta Viverette of Lake and 6-foot-1 forward Lenore Gray of Newton, who each 
averaged nine points per contest,. 


Hodge said his sophomores are the key to success. 


“The strength of this year’s team has to start with our experience and leadership,” Hodge 
said, “The sophomores have done an outstanding job of leading the freshman class on 
what to expect and the work ethic required.” 


Hodge said his freshmen will also be called on to contribute early. 


“The depth of this team will definitely be a positive factor,” Hodge said. “Many of our 
entering freshmen will be competing for a starting position immediately. And thanks to our 
talented group of freshmen and sophomores, this could possibility be the deepest team 
talent-wise we have had in many years.” 


Hodge said goals for this year’s team are the same as in the past. 


“First, win enough games to be in the top four of division play in order to qualify for the 
state tournament,” Hodge said. “Second, be in the top seven of the state and qualify for 
the region tournament. Then, we would like to oe peaking around tournament time, have 2 
few lucky breaks, and put ourselves in ! 


position to possibly win the tournaments. Ultimately, we would like to qualify for the 
national tournament in Salina, Kan. However, with the quality of teams in our league and 
division, it is unfortunate that only one team gets to participate. But, that is basketbal| — 
the team that plays well at the right time and gets a few breaks, comes out alive.” 
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Coach Billy Smith is also in his third year leading the Warriors, who last year advanced to 
the state and region tournaments for the first time in eight years en route to a 15-12 
record. Smith feels this year's team will be “hard-pressed” to repeat the success of 2003 
mainly because of a lack of experience. 


He has only two returnees from last year's squad who saw a lot of playing time — 
Desmond Jones, a 6-foot-2 forward from Neshoba Central, and Dewayne Hughes. a 5- 
foot-9 quard from Sebastopol. 


“These guys will be called on to handle most of the scoring,” Smith said. 


Other returnees are quards Al Willis of Newton County, and Stephen Dyess and James 
Martin, both of Northeast Lauderdale. Other sophomores are quard Tellas Burnside of 
Philadelphia and forward Tobios Darden of Lafayette, Ala. 


Freshmen are forwards Neil Tadlock of Lake, Gerrick Nichols of Thomastown, Lorenzo 
White of Quitman, Ryan Hudson of Louisville, and guards Andrew Lewis of Morton and 
Shaun Daugherty of Choctaw Central. 


For the Warriors to succeed, Smith said his team needs to be more aggressive on both 
ends of the court. 


“For us to have a chance against some of the better teams on our schedule, we will need 
to press and run the floor a lot more than last year,” Smith said. 


He said the freshmen will also play a major role in his team's success. 

“We will need for our freshmen to come in and contribute as quickly as possible,” Smith 
said. “We nave been trying to get them to understand the difference between hich schoo! 
and community college basketball.” 

Regarding preparations for the season opener, Smith said, “Our team has been practicing 
hard and they should be ready to start playing against someone other than ourselves We 


will get a taste of how good we can be right out of the gate as Itawamba and Delta are twe 
good teams coming in here early.”

DECATUR — Even in bad seasons, of which there have been many over the years, you 
could usually count on the East Central Community College Warriors to give a good effort 
on the football field. 


And that was true for the 2003 team until Thursday's 24-0 MACJC South Division loss to 
Southwest Mississippi. 


“We didn't come out ready to play,” ECCC head coach Terry Underwood said. “It was 
embarrassing to me. It was embarrassing for our kids and for our program. 


“We just got a good old-fashioned butt-kicking and there’s really not much to say adout | 


“Southwest has got a good team and | salute them and give them credit. Our kids didn’t 
come out and play well and | take full responsibility, but the bottom line is we've aiways 
competed and we didn’t compete tonight. That bothers me more than losing. 


“It was not a good year for us. Hopefully, we can have a good recruiting year and try to 
correct all the things that we didn’t do well this year.” 


The Warriors finished 2-7 overall and at best tied for the cellar in the South Division at 1-5 
Southwest closed 5-4 and 3-3. 


Rod Allen started the game at quarterback in place of Terrell Robinson and the Warriors 
went three-and-out on their first three possessions. 


“He got hurt and part of it was discipline too,” Underwood said of Robinson's lack of play 
until the final minutes of the first half. 


The Bears took a 7-0 lead with 2:15 left in the first quarter when Reggie Lindsey 
compieted a 37-yard scoring strike to Alvin Winters between a pair of Warrior defenders in 
the back of the end zone. Royce Fonte added the extra point.

colleges in the state experi- 
enced an increase in enroll- 
ment for 2002-03. 

However, the ECCC enroll- 
ment increase was. smaller in 
comparison to other commu- 
nity and junior colleges, and 
thus ECCC received a small- 
er piece of the pie, 

In preparation for the next 
school year, ECCC officials 
are budgeting conservatively 
and underestimating rev- 
enue, Usually, an increase in 
enrollment is expected , how- 
ever, the expected increase in 
funding will not be — 
for this coming year. There- 
fore, officials have set the 
2003-04 school year budged 
based on the same number of 
students enrolled as last year. 

Although an increase is 
more than likely.to happen, 
and has happened cconsecu- 
tively for the last. 18 years, 
Sutphin and his staff remain 
cautious. 

“We're not solely depend- 
ing on an increase in enroll- 
ment to make our budget for 
the upcoming year,” Sutphin 
said. | 

The school has auxiliary 
revenue sources, such as 
housing, food services, and 
the book store, but these

sources have not been relied 
on heavily in the past as sig- 
nificant revenue sources. 
“These three areas will 
hopefully bring in more than 
we spend, and we plan on 
budgeting these areas more 
aggressively,” Sutphin said. 


Although the gradual loss 


of funding is an upset to all, 
Sutphin said it was not in any 
way a surprise. State college 
presidents meet monthly to 
discuss matters such as state 
funding, and the communi- 
cation among the presidents 
increases when the State Leg- 
islature is in session.

DECATUR — For the 19th consecutive year, a record 
number of students is attending East Central Community 
College in Decatur, where enrollment nears the 2,700 
mark for the 2003 fall term. 

Donna Luke, director of admissions, records and 
research, said 2,698 students are officially enrolled at the 
two-year college, which represents a 7.7 percent increase 
(or 195 students) compared to the 2002 fall term, when a 
then-record 2,503 students registered for classes on the 
Decatur campus and at various locations throughout the 
College’s five-county district. : 
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Included in the record-enrollment are 1.836 academic 
students, 757 technical students aitd405 students in voca-

Luke said 1,703 students are freshmen and 995 stu- 
dents are classified as sophomores. | 

Most of the students — 2,325 — reside in the College’s 
district, which includes Leake, Neshoba, Newton, Scott 
and Winston counties. 

Part-time enrollment at the College has increased 4.5 
percent, as compared to the same period last year. She 
said 616 students are currently taking classes, compared 
to 589 students who enrolled in the 2002 fall semester.
